(JPi — An 
American woman and possibly a 
second American were among 16 
persons killed today in the crash 
of a Czechoslovak passenger plane 
here. 

The woman was Dorothy Cohen, 
whose address was not known. It 
was believed another victim, Mor¬ 
itz Abeles, also might be an 
American.

FELIXSTONE, England. >JP) —

CHICAGO. (JP )—The gang style 
execution of Joseph La Porte, 24, 
shot five times through the head, 
forged another link today in the 
grisly chain of death that has 
claimed eight victims in seven 
weeks. 

In a manner reminiscent of the 
sensational St. Valentine’s day 
massacre of nine years ago, three 
gunmen stood La Porte against 
the brick wall of a garage on the 
West Side last night and fired a 
volley of bullets into his head. 

Policeman John Racek said La 
Porte was once a member of the 
old "42” gang, which ruled a por¬ 
tion of the Southwest side in pro¬ 
hibition days, and this year he 
had taken an active interest in 
politics. 

La Porte’s execution followed by 
four days the assassination of 
James G. Dungan, 35, business 
agent for the Painters and Dec¬ 
orators union. He was slain by 
three gunmen in front of his home 
Monday night and the following 
morning the bullet-packed body of 
Sam "Frog Legs” Picciotto was 
found across the street from the 
White Sox ball park. 

Lieut. Archie Cain, squad super¬ 
visor of the detective bureau, said 
that an underworld murder squad, { 
killing for hire, may be respon- j 
sible for the current wave of 
gangster slayings. 

"Motives seem to be vastly dif¬ 
ferent in each case,” Cain said, 
"but the method of execution is 
the same. Nickel-jacketed bullets 
were used in almost all cases. All 
evidence points to a murder squad 
selling its services to anyone who 
has the price.” 

An 8-year-old boy, Edward 
Davis, was the only eye witness 
to the La Porte shooting. Fright¬ 
ened and stammering, he told po¬ 
lice that "a car drove into the 
alley and four men got out. One 
was told to walk to the garage 
wall. Then there were a bunch 
of shots and the men drove away.” 

La Porte, dressed in white 
shoes, summer gray trousers and 
white shirt, had his back to. the 
killers when they opened fire. A 
passing elevated train, 50 feet 
away, muffled the shots.

A brand-new campaign for com¬ 
plete revision of Santa Ana’s city 
government structure gets its 
first major test Monday when 
city councilmen will be asked to 
line up in support of a proposal 
that would center most of their 
powers, responsibilities and duties 
in one man. 

The council will be urged to 
take immediate steps necessary to 
get a new city charter, calling for 
the city manager form of govern¬ 
ment, acted upon by the end of 
the year so that, if successful in 
a popular vote, it could be rati¬ 
fied by the state legislature in 
time to become effective by next 
spring. 

Campaign for the city manager 
plan was started a week ago by 
the Santa Ana realty board and 
pushed yesterday when realtors 
asked immediate action so the 
plan could qualify for the Janu¬ 
ary legislative session, rather 
than the next session in 1941. 

While councilmen are pondering 
over the proposal Monday after¬ 
noon and evening, realtors will be 
soliciting support of the chamber 
of commerce, whose board of di¬ 
rectors meets Monday, and laying 
plans for an educational campaign 
in behalf of the plan among other 
civic groups. 

Basing their support on effi¬ 
ciency and economy in govern¬ 
ment, realty board members 
warmly endorsed the city man¬ 
ager plan yesterday, particularly 
for a city of Santa Ana’s size. 

"The state law we’re operating 
under (for fifth class cities) is de¬ 
signed for cities of from 5000 to 
10,000 population,” Councilman 
Ernest Layton, a member of the 
realty board, commented in an en¬ 
thusiastic talk favoring the man¬ 
ager setup. 

"The only way to make a man¬ 
ager plan effective is by charter,” 
Layton continued. He cited two 
alternative procedures set up by 
state law for drafting of city 
charters: 

1. An election asking the 
voters whether they want to elect 
a board of freeholders to draft a 
charter, after which 15 free-hold- 
ers would be voted upon in the 
.same ballot; the board of free¬ 
holders then would have one year 
to formulate a charter and call 
an election to have it ratified by 
the people. 

2. The city council may frame 
a charter and submit it to the 
electors; if it carries by a ma¬ 
jority vote, it then would go to 
the state legislature for ratifica¬ 
tion. 

Attorney John Harvey suggest¬ 
ed that the second alternative 
would be the most practical and 
speedy plan. 

"The council, if it desired, couid 
frame a charter within 60 or 90 
days and submit it to the people 
during the general eiection in 
November, and it couid be acted 
on by the next legislature. That 
way, candidates for city council 
in next April’s campaign couid 
run on the city manager issue, 
and the whole program would oe 
ready to go into effect shortiy 
afterward,” Harvey said. 

"The city manager idea is the 
smartest angle in governmental 
reform that’s been suggested here 
for a long time,” Harvey ap¬ 
proved. 

Other realtors, apparently even 
stronger for the proposal, sug¬ 
gested that a manager form of 
government in the county "would 
be even more worthwhile.” 

In outlining a study of the 
manager plank, C. G. Roseberry, 
another realtor, made an analogy 
between a manager form cf gov¬ 
ernment in a city and the present 
school system, where the super¬ 
intendent corresponds to a city 
manager, and "the board of edu¬ 
cation serves only to settle policy, 
not to handle routine.” 

He said a city manager in a 
town he lived in recently cut the 
city expenditures in half in less 
than two years, and declared, "you 
can count on substantial savings 
where power and responsibility 
are centered in one man, like it is 
in any private business.”

Under the spreading chestnut 
tree, the village smithy may once 
have stood. But novv chances are 
he's just sitting there resting. Be¬ 
cause the honest-to-gosh old-time 
blacksmith has precious little to 
do these days—unless he can 
handle a machinist’s equipment 
and a welding torch. 


The once noble art of black- 
smithing went out of existence 
some years ago—right along with 
the horse.

Real blacksmithing, local crafts¬ 
men point out, consists of taking 
a piece of iron and fashioning it 
by hand—with the aid of an anvil, 
a sledge-hammer, a few tongs, 
a bellows and forge—into almost 
any desired shape.

But now all the shaping of iron 
gadgets is either done on ma¬ 
chines, or it’s done by “fabricat¬ 
ing” (welding three or four sep¬ 
arate pieces together). So 
smithys have become machinists, 
welders, fixlt men, or just retired 
checker players. And the young 
’uns coming up don’t need brawn 
nearly as much as proficiency in 
handling machinery. 

« • • 

All the present smithys in Santa 
Ana could be counted on the fing¬ 
ers of two hands, and nearly all 
of them are doing electric weld¬ 
ing, if not out-and-out machining. 
» ♦ • 

One of them still is plying his 
original trade, but he’s become a 
specialist. He’s W. R. Newbold, 
who has a monopoly on the local 
horse-shoeing, does very little else. 
Since it's become inconvenient to 
drive horses into town, Newbold 
does most of his shoeing on nearby 
ranches.

Deaver goes in for it most ex¬ 
tensively, has complete welding 
apparatus, a large stock of tools 
and his nephew, who’s learning 
the business, to help him. Majority 
of his work, however, is welding 
and other kinds of fixing that 
aren’t strictly blacksmithing.

Most-used equipment in Dea- 
ver’s plant: Electric drill and trip¬ 
hammer; he’s used both for year.s 
but they were hand-powered in 
the old days. 

• • • 

Greatest exponent of the old 
atrength-and-brawn school of 
blacksmithing is Clark, who last 
week put on a strong-man act in 
Birch park to celebrate his 76th 
birthday. 

« • • 

Clark does his strong-man act 
every year, credits clean living, 
years and years of hard physical 
work for his super-strength, which 
he’ll gladly match against any 
man of his age—or against most 
youngsters, for that matter. 

• * • 

Best blacksmithing jobs in the 
early days were assignments to 
build entire wagons. Last one any 
local smithy can remember build¬ 
ing was the milk wagon Clark con- 
stracted 20-odd years ago. 

• * • 

Majority of the blacksmiths’ 
work now is making such articles 
as trailer hitches, auto springs, 
repairing farm equipment or other 
gsidgets. Populsurlty of auto trail¬ 
ers caused a momentary flurry in 
blacksmithing a year or so ago, 
but even the call for trailer hitches 
has fallen off now. 

* * • 

Real trademarks of a black 
smith are his forge, and anvil, 
and the whole craft, in its true 
form, amounts to little more than 
forming and shaping metal by heat 
and pounding. Since welding and 
machinery do it much quicker, 
value of the necessary equipment 
in a really up-to-date shop runs 
around $5000. 

« « * 

Machine age not only has hurt 
blacksmiths’ business, but it also 
has made life much more compli¬ 
cated for them. Every few days 
lately they'll get a job that’s com¬ 
pletely different from any they’ve 
tackled before—just because of all 
the peculiar metal gadgets being 
used these days. 

• • • 

Blacksmithing, local exponents 
lament, is a d 3 ring profession, 
since nearly all the smithys now 
doing it have been at it since the 
days when horses were the rule 
and autos the exception—and 
there doesn’t seem to be any ap¬ 
prentices any more.

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TAXPAYERS' 
GROUP TO 
STUDY BUDGET 

Thorough analysis of the Or¬ 
ange county budget, which calls 
for a 25 per cent rise In county 
tax rates, was promised today by 
members of the newly formed Or¬ 
ange County Taxpayers league. 

J. C. Metzgar, orangizer of the 
league, said President S. C. Hart- 
ranft of Anaheim already has 
made plans to appoint an auditing 
committee to study the budget, 
and he indicated his group will 
have completed its analysis before 
Aug. 30, when the budget must 
be adopted by supervisors. 

Whether any formal protest 
against the boosted taxes would be 
filed, Metzgar declined to say, in¬ 
dicating any such threats would 
be “premature.” 

The analytical study, which has 
not been started as yet, will be 
with a view to detecting waste, 
useless overlapping and other fea¬ 
tures that could be pared down. 

The budget, as prepared for pres¬ 
entation to the board of super¬ 
visors, calls for nearly $2,000,000 
to be raised by county taxes and 
a total of $4,160,216 for general 
county and special district taxes 
during this fiscal year.

This week we interrupt our series of 
Old Testament characters and some of 
their outstanding qualities for our reg¬ 
ular quarterly temperance lesson. The 
basis of our thoughts concerning the 
relation of temperance to character is 
found in Proverbs 4:10-23. 

Solomon, who has been recognized as 
the world’s wi.sest man, opens today's 
lesson by saying, “Hear, O my son, and 
receive my sayings. And the years of 
thy life shall be many." He is not 
speaking here to his own son alone but 
to all who look to him as a teacher and 
guide. He is about to set forth some 
principle.s which, if followed will pro¬ 
long one's life. God has frequently re¬ 
minded His people that He gave them 
laws and statues that they might live 
long upon the earth. There can be no 
doubt that a life of righteousness tends 
to prolong life, while vice and intem¬ 
perance impair the health and shorten 
the life of all who persist therein. Most 
of our disca.ses spring from “Indulgence, 
intemperance and disorderly passions.” 
There are laws of health to be followed 
if we would enjoy its benefits. There 
are laws in the physical world that 
must be followed if we would build 
structures that stand the test of time. 
Just so there are moral law.s that are

TWO SCHOOLS 

There is an old proverb which says, 
“Experience is a dear school, but 
fools will not learn in any other.” 
This suggests that wisdom is shown 
when lessons learned by others are 
accepted by us. I am told and believe 
that strychnine is a deadly poison 
and I do not propose to pay its toll. 
The experience of millions substan¬ 
tiates that Intoxicants are a poison¬ 
ous drug Injurious to the human body, 
a menace to the soul and a social 
curse. Why should I experiment with 
them? I propose to accept and learn 
from the experience of others—that 
Is the wise man's school. 


to be obeyed if we are to be morally 
healthy. 

Wisdom in the book of FToverbs often 
refers more to the moral than to the in¬ 
tellectual. Solomon says, “It Is the way 
of wisdom that leads to long life,” and 
wisdom prescribes “paths of righteous¬ 
ness.” There are strong forces that 
would turn us from the way of right¬ 
eousness to the paths of wickedness. So 
Solomon continues sajdng, avoid these 
paths, turn from them. Refuse to allow 
yourself to think on the temptation that

would be put In your way by wicked 
men. Many have fallen and yielded be¬ 
cause they stood too long looking on In¬ 
stead of going on beyond temptation’s 
reach. 

And why does Solomon say to turn, 
and pass away from evil? Because “the 
sleep of evil men Is taken away unless 
they cause some to fall.” How true that 
is! One of the marks of the wicked Is 
not only the evil they do themselves but 
the pleasure they get from getting an¬ 
other to sin. It is awful for a man to 
teach his son to steal. It is awful to ply 
one’s self with strong intoxicants, but 
it is Infinitely worse to Induce another 
to take his first drink. Yet thousands 
today are taking that first drink under 
“social” and evil pressure. 

But Solomon does not leave us with 
a dark picture. He says the path of the 
righteous is as the shining light that 
shineth more and more unto the perfect 
day. He advises strict attention to the 
teachings of wisdom and sums the 
thought up with “Keep thy heart with 
all diligence: for out of it are the issues 
of life.” If our thoughts, desires and 
habits are pure we need not worry about 
our character, our life. But as it has 
been said “heart-keeping like house¬ 
keeping cannot be done once for all but 
must be carefully guarded.”

CHICAGO. UP* — Harry Guy 
Taylor, 68, commissioner of west¬ 
ern railroads and chairman of the 
Western Association of Railway 
Executives, and former Nebraska 
newspaper publisher and legisla¬ 
tor, died Wednesday night of a 
heart ailment. 


“My friends I am here tonight 
to make a plea to every member 
of this organization to work dili¬ 
gently for the consignation of the 
Townsend National Recovery plan. 
To those who are preventing the 
rapid culmination of the plan I 
say—‘Stand back marble hearts 
and make way for true hearted 
men and women who will love us 
and guide us in our youth that we 
may deserve the world’s esteem.” 

The rest of this boy’s speech 
was a plea for Americans to be 
Americans in spirit and in truth 
and to be proud because It was 
under the stars and stripes of Old 
Glory that they were born. He 
described the Constitution of the 
United States as “the most im¬ 
portant document known to man” 
and quoting the words of Daniel 
Webster he said,” It is the peo¬ 
ple’s constitution, the people’s 
government made for the people, 
made by the people and answer- 
able to the people.” 

Boby Darezze, aged 9 years was 
the next speaker and he dedicated 
his speech to Dr. Francis E. Town¬ 
send. He delivered the most beau¬ 
tiful eulogy of the American flag 
the writer ever listened to as com¬ 
ing from any speaker, old or 
young. 

Here are some of his state¬ 
ments: “I love our fl,ag because it 
is the emblem of liberty. I love it 
because beneath its folds I feel 
proud, happy and safe. Proud be- 
I cause it is the most beautiful flag 
in all the world. Happy because it 
is my flag, and safe because it is 
ready at all times to defie any na¬ 
tion on earth that might dare to 


constitution of our country. 

”To honor the flag is the duty 
and should be the pride of every 
boy and girl; or every man and 
woman in these United States. 

“We the inhabitants of these 
great United States of America 
are happy to have floating over 
us a red, white and blue rainbow 
which has never been ‘dipped’ to 
any nation on earth, and which 
with the help of God, never will 
be lowered.” 

The last speaker was Buddy 
Darezze, 15 years of age and a lad 
who has been speaking before 
large audiences since he was six 
years old. He is a natural speaker 
who thrills his hearers with his 
spirit of patriotism and the splen¬ 
did oratory with which he pleads 
with them to be true and worth¬ 
while Americans. He drives home 
with great force to the mind of his 
audience that America faces a 
crisis and that the Townsend Na¬ 
tional Recovery plan enacted into 
law is the way out. 

He began with: "Good evening 
Fellow Townsendites. I am here 
tonight in the interest of the 
Townsend National Recovery plan. 
I am here because I see no good 
reason why I should wait until X 
am twenty-one years of age to be¬ 
gin working for the good of my 
country. We are citizens of a great 
nation and with the help of God 
I am going to help keep it that 
way.” 

Following this opening state¬ 
ment he impresses on his audience 
the fact of the Town.send plan be¬ 
ing more than an old age pension 
plan by saying: "But the Town¬ 
send plan is not an old age pension 
plan but is a National Recovery 
plan.” ^ 

During his address he asked the 
question: “And now my friends 
what is Americanism?" He ans¬ 
wered his own question by saying: 
“Americanism is not a question 
of creed or birth, but a question 
of spirit, conviction and purpo.se 
It is my understanding and belief 
the spirit and conviction of the 
American people to uphold and de¬ 
fend the Constitution of the 
United States and to fight for that 
which they believe is just and 
right, for the spirit that, originat¬ 
ing in love of country, prompts 
to obedience to its laws, to the 
support and defense of its ex¬ 
istence, its rights and its institu¬ 
tions, and to the promotion of its 
welfare — that is Americanism 
Patriotism and Townsendism.” ’ 

He concludes with a plea_"that 

we all work together with hearts 
heads and hands for the glory of 
God—for the honor and greatnes.s 
of our dear country and the suc¬ 
cess of the Townsend National 
Recovery plan.”

ATLANTA, (.ff) — Chairman A. 
O. Blalock of the Georgia board 
of penal administration smiled to¬ 
day at an escaped convict’s 
charges of cruelty and said “there 
Is no such thing as a chain gang 
In this state.” 

Informed of the capture of 
Paul Johnson, 19, at Los Angeles, 
and the story Johnson told of al¬ 
leged cruelty before he escaped 
from the Dooley (Vienna) county 
jail a month ago, Blalock said: 

‘"The last chain was struck from 
Georgia convicts before July 15 
this year and will not be permitted 
In use any more even as punish¬ 
ment. The only method of pun- 
Iriiment we have Is solitary con¬ 
finement.” ^ 

He said Johnson, convicted at 
Atlanta in 1935 of robbery and 
sentenced to two - three years 
had escaped four times, once In 
1935, again in 1936, and twice 
this year. He was marked for 
discharge Sept. 8, 1938. 

Blalock said Georgia had not 
decided as yet whether the state 
would send for Johnson.

I It may be that in winning the Democratic nomination 
for governor of Texas, Mr. W. Lee O’Daniel has made an 
important contribution to political science. And we’re not 
joking. 

One of the most serious problems of democracy is 
the source of campaign funds. Today candidates usually 
get them from three sources, federal employes, state 
employes and special interests who contribute either in 
the hope of favors or fear of getting kicked in the pants 
if they don’t. Corruption is involved in tapping any of 
these sources. 

But Mr. O’Daniel went to a new source for his cam¬ 
paign—the plain voters who en joyed his hillbilly hand, 
liked his campaign and wanted him to succeed. Seriously, 
is there any other honest source of campaign funds? 

Whether it be by passing the hat at meetings, as Mr. 
O’Daniel did, or by mail solicitation, a candidate should 
go to the citizenry for his campaign funds. We citizens 
should be willing to finance the campaigns of the men in 
whom we believe and whom we want to put in office to 
take care of the public interest. If we are unwilling to 
do this, should we he surprised if our candidates go to 
questionable sources for their campaign funds? 

The speaker of the Nexc York state assembly is 
trying to arouse public sentiment to put an end to the 
police “third degree.” Thai’s the way it always is. 
Somebody always trying to prevent policemep, from 
hamng any fun. 

Airplanes As Peace Harbingers 

Negotiating the ocean by airplane is becoming one of 
the daily occurrences. Lindbergh started something some 
eleven years ago, and Corrigan also proved that it’s the 
light way even if you go wrong. 

Edison’s prophecy of many years ago, that the time 
would come when you could take breakfast in New York 
City and dinner in Liverpool, has come close to realization. 
The time is shrinking steadily. Mechanical ingenuity will 
in all probability reduce the time to daylight and evening. 

Closer contacts make for better understandings, and 
better understandings are a guarantee against war. You 
are less likely to get into a fight with the other fellow if 
you can talk it over with him. Extreme distances gave op¬ 
portunity for misinterpretations. 

It is not difficult now to get the parties to a disagree¬ 
ment into conference on short notice, due to improved 
transportation facilities. The world is in such close con¬ 
tact that one nation is fairly well informed as to what 
the other is doing. 

And it is rapid transit and other forms of communi¬ 
cation, which hold a hopeful view of peaceful solutions of 
many serious problems. 

The British war secretary announces that wealth 
and social position will no longer he necessary to get 
into Sandhurst, the British West Point. A few years 
of that and war will no longer he fashionable. 

Civic Problems 

The announced increase in county taxes will in all 
probability come in for criticism by the newly formed 
Orange County Tax association, whose business it is to 
resist the ever-increasing tendency to make the tax load 
heavier. The other side of the issue will be to find a way 
to make the relief load lighter. 

Another problem the city will have to face, if the agi¬ 
tation is pressed for public answer, is the proposed new 
city manager form of government.

. Roosevelt’s neighbor at Krum El¬

■ Father Divine’s flock, the deal is 
likely to loosen at least one little 
stone in the great wall of prejudice 
against the Negro. It puts the 
questions: Why is it a calamity 
that a colored man acquires a home 
in a white community? Why is his 
mere presence offensive to the 
whit: people? Many of those who 
would bitterly object employ Ne¬ 
gro servants who sleep under the 
same roof with them, care for their 
children, and when they get drunk 
at night servants cajole them up 
the stairs, undress them and put 
them to bed. 

“In “Gone With The Wind” Mar¬ 
garet Mitchell reminded us that in 
the days before the Civil war white 
children were put to the breasts of 
colored slave women. Hitler, of 
course, would say that this con¬ 
taminated the purity of the babies’ 
racial blood, but Hitler is, by com¬ 
mon consent, a vicious maniac as 
well as an ignoramus. 

Yet we do have among us many 
who would personally resent this 
suggestion as stupid nonsense who, 
nevertheless, do regard the colored 
man as somehow untouchable. He 
is, in fact, more untouchable now 
that he is free than he was in the 
time of slavery. 

Not a Plague 

Then he lived in quarters right 
on the grounds of his owner and 
close by the big house, much closer 
than Father Divine’s new heaven 
to Mr. Roosevelt’s ancestral estate. 
He was in and out of the big house 
at will, he fetched and carried and 
his women cooked and made the 
beds and, in confinements, helped 
the doctors deliver white babies. 

It is hard to reconcile such inti¬ 
mate relationship between white 
and colored people with the preju¬ 
dice which would regard the ar¬ 
rival of a Negro family in a white 
block as something like the out¬ 
break of a plague. 

The establishment of a heaven 
for colored religious fanatics might 
reasonably be protested by the 
white neighbors on some grounds. 
A similar colony of white people 
given to whooping and bawling and 
brass music in the night would be 
equally unpleasant, however, and 
that reduces the problem to a mat¬ 
ter of conduct. 

I have never encountered a Ne¬ 
gro reporter on a newspaper as¬ 
signment, but we did have a pho¬ 
tographer around here a few years 
ago who seemed to be a colored 
man, and he seemed to get along 
very well with the crowd. Nobody 
broke out with any disease. 

That being so, I can’t believe 
that the white personnel would be 
jarred for more than a moment if 
some paper in New York should 
put a colored man to work on a 
rewrite or on the copy desk as an 
experiment. A colored reporter 
might run into difficulties which 
would handicap him too much. 

In Harlem an organization of 
shopkeepers has agreed to hire 
Negroes at the rate of one in three, 
and white clerks who have been 
in the habit of selling food, cloth¬ 
ing and all to colored customers 
will notice hardly any difference 
in working on the same side of the 
counter with colored men and 
women. 

Conduct is a separate matter en¬ 
tirely and should be dealt with by | 
the regular methods. Negroes 
quartered in bug-infested slums 
and excluded from jobs which are 
open to any immigrant alien, in¬ 
cluding the nazi and the commun¬ 
ist, cannot be expected to develop 
the best manners, nor can it be 
said that their conduct is any 
worse than that of other slum 
dwellers. Some of them get drunk, 
fight and commit adultery, but it 
seems that I have read of similar 
goings-on in the night life of the 
pink people, as Bernard Shaw calls 
us, including members of our nob¬ 
lest families.

We are 
thinking particularly of what hap¬ 
pened to a Mr. and Mrs. Bacon 
when they took over the house of 
a Mr. Christie, a master at St. 
George’s school, Newport, who is 
now abroad on a sabbatical.

Christie left his dog at home, ex¬ 
plaining to the Bacons tbpt the 
butcher in Newport had a stand¬ 
ing order to deliver the animal’s 
daily ration of liver and ham¬ 
burger.
